I have gone through the records of the case and the 
submissions made by the applicants . It is seen that the 
application for renewal of mining lease was submitted 
nearly after a lapse of about 7 years from the date of 
expiry of the lease following the above enactment of the 
Abolition Act 87 and between the date of filing the 
application and the date of personal hearing about 7 
years have passed . The application for renewal of mining 
lease is required to be submitted in Form J with all the 
relevant documents in terms of Rule 22 ofMCR 1960. The 
applicants were issued a statutory notice on 5-2-99 as 
required under Rule 26 (3 ) of Mineral Concession Rules 
1960 to supply with the omissions within a period of 60 
days. The applicants have so far been unable to produce 
the Valid Clearance Certificate as well as the approved 
mining plan as on date which is a pre requisite under 
Rule 22 of M.C.Rules 1960. The written submissions filed 
by the applicants have been carefully considered . It is 
the contention of the applicant that a part of the area 
under mining lease have been acquired by the State 
Govt . and that the acquired area needs to be excluded 
from the computation of dead rent. This matter in my 
opinion cannot be raised at this stage and if at all the 
applicant had a grievance about reduction in area 
resulting from land acquisition as contended by him , it 
was obligatory on his part to bring to the notice of the 
Department earlier. This contention therefore cannot be 
accepted now . In regard to the submission of approved 
mining plan the applicant has contended that same is 
under proparation and that it would require some more 
time. As mentioned above already, a period of 7 years 
has already passed since the applicant has filed the 
renewal application . In fact under Rule 22 of Mineral 
Concession Rules 1960 the applicant ought to have 
submitted his application in Form J without all proper 
documents . Considerable time has lapsed in the process 
and there appears to be no sign of the applicant having 
taken steps to submit the said approved mining plan , 
Under these circumstances, I am not inclined to grant 
any further extension of time for preparation of mining 
plan .
